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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Beals: 


I am submitting herewith a report of the public 
schools of Beals covering the fiscal year ending March 
1949. A review of the finances indicates that the 
schools have been operated for a full year of 36 weeks 
with a net balance of $2,795.68. Small overdrafts ap- 
pear in accounts as follows: (1) School Repairs, $14.74, 
and (2) Insurance, $4.82. 

The town employs six teachers, two in the high 
school and four in the elementary schools. All six hold 
regular valid state teaching certificates of the proper 
type. All have had previous successful teaching ex- 
perience and all have had post high school professional 
training as follows: 1—5 years; 1—3 years; 2—2 
years; and 2—1 year. Each receives at least the mini- 
mum salary as determined by the amount of post high 
school professional training and type of certification in 
accord with the minimum teachers’ salary law of our 
state. Asa result of this compliance with the state law 
the town receives from the state the maximum subsidy 
on account of teaching positions, or from $850 to $900 
per position (for each position filled by a certified teach- 
er who attends a six weeks summer school and earns 
six or more semester hours of professional credits, the 
town receives $900, otherwise $850). In this connec- 
tion it should be noted that the total amount of school 
money received from the state exceeds the amount 
appropriated by the town for the support of schools by 
$4,116.00. In other words, the sum of the state school 
fund, $5,569, and the state equalization fund, $4,116, 
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exceeds the town appropriation for the support of 
schools, $5500, by $4116. The funds thus received from 
the state during the past year are 176% of the town’s 
appropriation of $5500. No other town in the county 
received such a large proportion of its school money 
from the state. 

I have been very favorably impressed with the type 


of instruction in the different schools. By departmen- 
talizing the teaching in the elementary grades at the 
Beals School, it has been possible to give added em- 
phasis to penmanship, physical education, and music. 
Doris Alley, teacher of grades seven and eight, by an 
exchange of classes with Mrs. Kelley and Miss Beal, 
has been able to give instruction in penmanship, phys- 
ical education, and music to all elementary pupils in the 
building. This has resulted in an enrichment of the 
total school program. Music has found a place in the 
high school program this year. Most high schools, 
especially two to five teacher high schools, might be 
envious of the instrumental music produced under the 
guidance of Mr. Pettigrow. I am amazed at the prog- 
ress that has been made in such a short time for it was 
necessary to start practically from scratch with the 
opening of school in September. This has indeed added 
enrichment to the high school program and adds to our 
sum total of educational opportunities that are made 
available to the youth of this town. In passing it 
should be noted that the school has for some time en- 
joyed dramatics, public speaking, athletic competition, 
and, of late, instrumental music. It is worthy of men- 
tien the fact that the high school enrollment this year 
is the largest in the history of the school. This is evi- 
dence of increased interest in education and the offer- 
ings of the school. 

A sound moving picture projector was purchased this 
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past year for use in the schools, the cost of the same 
having been taken care of by funds earned by the 
schools. This is a valuable addition to our visual aids 
program, and in addition its use as a means of whole- 


some entertainment. 

In compliance with the law, samples of water from 
the source of supply for drinking purposes at the Al- 
ley’s Bay and Beals schools were collected and submit- 
ted to the State Department of Sanitary Engineering 
for a chemical and bacteriological examination. Both 
samples were approved as satisfactory for school use. 
All schools have now been equipped with fire extin- 
guishers as required by the State Fire Commissioner. 
A dual heating system for the Alley’s Bay School was 
set up this last fall. This consists of two stoves, one 
wood and the other coal, that are set up side by side 
and connected to a common smoke pipe leading to the 
chimney. This has added greatly to the comfort and 
nealth of the members of the school. 

The windows at the Alley’s Bay and Beals school 
building should be overhauled, refitted, and in some 
cases replaced. Window weights, cords, and fasteners 
should be replaced andjor added. This work should be 
done by an experienced carpenter. These windows are 
in very bad shape, some being worn out and others 
do not fit tightly. The roof at the Beals School should 
be shingled. This should be done without delay since 
the roof leaks very badly. The best grade of asphalt 
shingles should be laid over a covering of heavy asphalt 
or tar paper and with the shingles well cemented at the 
butts. 

The financial needs of the school for the new year 
will be made at the time of the annual Town Meeting. 

In concluding this report the writer wishes to ex- 
press his appreciation of the kind consideration of the 
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Committee, also to thank the citizens for the support 
given our program for the youth of this town.
